– Remaining tests include affiliated facilities, inpatient/pre-op/nursing facilities;

• South Carolina is projected to conduct close to 2 million telehealth interactions in 2020, a 

close to 500% increase from 2019, due in large part to telehealth usage amidst COVID.

• MUSC virtual urgent care visits increased by more than 1200% compared to last year, with 

over 150,000 visits completed in 2020. This growth is a result of offering COVID screening 

statewide via the platform at no cost, as well as extending full usage of the platform to 

PEBA beneficiaries. 

• MUSC’s designation by the Health Resources and Services Administration, an agency of the 

U.S. Department of Health and Human Services, as a National Telehealth Center of 

Excellence – a $7.6 million dollar award to date – means MUSC is being called upon to shape 

and inform national telehealth policies. 

• Under MUSC leadership, the SC Telehealth Alliance (SCTA) now includes close to 450 sites 

and more than 40 state agencies and non-profits are engaged in its strategy. 

• Telehealth remains a key component of MUSC’s partnership with Hampton Regional Medical 

Center, which now has live telestroke, tele-neurology, tele-hospitalist, tele-cardiology, 

and tele-infectious disease services.

Telehealth Highlights – COVID

MUSC and its SCTA partners were well poised to quickly leverage telehealth as part of the state’s COVID 

prevention and management response, thanks in large part to the state’s investment in telehealth 

infrastructure over the years.

• The SCTA provided practices across the state with a premium video client at no cost for telehealth 

usage. Close to 1,400 SCTA accounts have been created on that platform, with nearly 80,000 

unique telehealth sessions being logged. 

• SCTA partners across the state transitioned many of their ambulatory operations to telehealth to 

ensure patients received care while maintaining social distancing. 

• MUSC opened its virtual urgent care (VUC) platform statewide at no cost for screening and triage 

for COVID testing. Since March, MUSC conducts on average of over 13,000 VUC visits/month.

• MUSC’s remote patient monitoring program for COVID + patients has enrolled 1,278 patients to 

date, allowing providers to track disease progression and intervene as needed among home bound 

patients.

• MUSC and other SCTA partners repurposed existing telehealth equipment for use inpatient and ED 

use with COVID+ patients, decreasing PPE usage and limiting health care worker exposure.

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Keep: 23.1. (MUSC: Rural Dentist Program) The Rural Dentist Program, in coordination with the Department of Health and 

Environmental Control's Public Health Dentistry Program, is established at the Medical University of South Carolina. The 

funds appropriated to the Medical University of South Carolina for the Rural Dentist Program shall be administered by the 

South Carolina Area Health Education Consortium physician recruitment office. The costs associated with administering 

this program are to be paid from the funds appropriated to the Rural Dentist Program and shall not exceed four percent of 

the appropriation. The Medical University of South Carolina is responsible for the fiscal management of funds to ensure 

that state policies and guidelines are adhered to. MUSC shall be permitted to carry forward unspent general funds 

appropriated to the Rural Dentist Program provided that these funds be expended for the program for which they were 

originally designated. A board is created to manage and allocate these funds to insure the location of licensed dentists in 

rural areas of South Carolina and on the faculty of the College of Dental Medicine at MUSC. The board will be composed 

of the following: the Dean, or his designee, of the MUSC College of Dental Medicine; three members from the South 

Carolina Dental Education Foundation Board who represent rural areas; and the President, or his designee, of the South 

Carolina Dental Association. The Director of DHEC's Office of Primary Care; the Director or his designee of the 

Department of Health and Human Services; and the Executive Director of the South Carolina Dental Association shall 

serve as ex officio members without vote. This board shall serve without compensation.

Keep: 23.2. (MUSC: Rural Access Plan) The MUSC Hospital Authority, in conjunction with the Department of Health and 

Human Services, shall study how to partner with existing rural hospitals and other entities to ensure that these regions 

maintain access to medical care. The MUSC Hospital Authority shall submit a report to the Chairman of the Senate 

Finance Committee and the Chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee detailing efforts to maintain medical care 

at rural hospitals no later than the end of the fiscal year.
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Higher Education Facilities Repair and Renovation Fund: Add

For the current fiscal year, there is established the Higher Education Facilities Repair and Renovation Fund to be 

administered by the Commission on Higher Education pursuant to the requirements of this provision. On or before October 

thirty-first of the current fiscal year, of the funds appropriated to the Higher Education Facilities Repair and Renovation 

Fund, the Commission shall transfer twenty percent to the State Board for Technical and Comprehensive Education for 

distribution among the State's public technical colleges in a manner the board adopts and the remaining eighty percent 

must be distributed by the Commission to each of the state's remaining public research universities, comprehensive and 

two-year branch campuses of the University of South Carolina based on a formula developed by the Commission's 

Finance and Facilities Committee in cooperation with the Council of Presidents. At minimum, the Committee and Council's 

formula shall take into consideration an institution's total number of buildings by type, size (as measured by square 

footage) and age compared to the total number of buildings by type, size (as measured by square footage) and age among 

all public research universities, comprehensive and two-year branch campuses of the University of South Carolina.

The funds shall only be expended for necessary renovation, repair, and related maintenance, and other critical equipment 

and system repair and maintenance that are necessary for the safe and efficient operation of the institution's physical plant

in its support of the institution's educational purpose. Funds shall not be used for new construction. 

Permanent Improvement Project (PIP) Thresholds: Add

For the current fiscal year, permanent improvement projects as defined in Title 2, Chapter 47 of the Code of Laws where 

the cost is at least one million dollars but no greater than five million dollars for public research universities and not greater 

than two million dollars for all other public institutions of higher learning are exempt from the requirements of Section 2-47-

50 except that a project shall not be considered approved without an institution’s governing board having first voted to 

approve the project in public session. Institutions shall provide a report of projects approved by their governing boards 

pursuant to this provision to the Chairmen of the Commission on Higher Education, the Joint Bond Review Committee, and 

the State Fiscal Accountability Authority by September thirtieth of the current fiscal year.
